DR. MURPHY DEAD.

One of Wilkes~Barre's Hest
Physicinns Passes Away.

Dr. J. A. Murphy, one of the best
known physiclans of the clty, died at
noon on Saturday.

Dr. J. A. Murphy was born Fehruary
17, 1542, and was the son of John A, Mur-
phy and Nancy Clarkson Murphy, of
Chanceford, York county, Pa. He re-
celved a fine college preparntory ed-
ucation, and taking a course in medi-
cine graudated at the University of
Penngyivania, Philadeiphia, In 1868, He |
practieed at Columbia, Pa., for one |
year, and came to Wilkes- Barre in 1568,
Opening an offfee here he early showed
the genfus and =kill which afterward
became a by word among his fellow
physiciane. He seemed fitted for his
profession in a remarkable degree and
the art of healing was to him & labor
of love. He was willing and anxious at
all times to gacrifice his own comfort
for that of suffering humanity, and
many are the instances noted where he
gnve his services free (o those In need,
He was located for a time near the |
Gildersleeve homestend and afterward
opened an office on South Main street
near 8Bouth.  For a number of years he
remained there wnd ufterward removed
to Franklin street.

His war record was something to he
proud of, but yet the doctor's modesty
wonld never permit him to mention that
he served all through the Rebellion. He
enllzted in the One Hundred and Third
Pennsylvanin Volunteers, n regiment
organized principally from men in Ai-
legheny. Butler, Clarion and Indiana
countles, and of which Theodore F, Leh-
man was the first colonel, This regl-
ment particlpated at Fair Oaks and
several other important engagements,
He was a1 member of Conyngham Post,
Grand Army of the Republie,

r. Murphy s survived by his widow
and three daughters—Loulse, Mabel
and Catharine. He was o regular at-
tendant at the Presbyterian church
and Dr. Hodge will officinte at the fu-
neral services.
